Wasuinoton, August 27.—Hon. A. M. Keily 
arrived in this city this evening and will have 
ap interview with Secretary Bayard tomor- 
row.

WRECKED BY THE WIND 


MORE DETAILED REPORTSOF THE 
DAMAGE DONE. 


Shipping Blown into Smitbereens- Men Washed 
Overboard ane Drowned- Scenes of the ferri- 
ble Destruction at Uharileston and 
Elsewhere Altng the COvcast. 


Cuanieston, 8. C., August 27.—The damage 
tothe wharves will probably reach half a 
million dollars, but large gangs of hands are 
at work,and in a few days sufficient accommo- 
dations for all possible business will be pro- 
vided. There is even now no interruption or 
any additional expense toshippers. A heavy 
rain yesterday afternoon aggravated the an- 
nhoysance to persons whose roofs were blown

The total Joss of the phosphate companies

Reports from the southward show that the 
rea island crop is badly damaged. Some es- 
timates are that the caterpillars and cyclone 
have destroyed three-fourths of the crop on 
Sea island. Reports from Georgetown say 
rice is Bot seriously injured. A Norwegian 
named John Lanstock, and a German named 
Joby Meyherkaff went shrimping Monday. 
Their boat capsized and Lanstock was drown- 
ed. German bark H Peters,is ashore. The 
merchants whart will be a total loss. The 
Norwegian bark ‘‘Fiid’’ was ran into by the 
Swedish bark Adelaide and Norwegian bark 
Hurdis. The“Flid” lost her bowsprit, jib- 
boom and fore rigging, and her hull was also 
cameged. 

The Adelside Hurdis lost their fore- 
masts and forerigging. The German bark 
Veritas, formerly reported ashore at Castle 
Pinekney, is safe at quarantine. The Nor 
wegian bark Ma)hanja is ashore at Venning’s 
wharf, and is damaged badly. Late last 
evening the Italian bark Marianina, Captain 
Bugiers, arrived at the bar. The captain 
came to the city on a tug and reported thatthe 
veseel was bound from Girgenti to Port Royal, 
fiity miles from Charleston. The vessel was 
struck by a gale and lest her masts, sails and 
riggings. One seaman was washed overboard 
and drowned. The captain has not decided 
whetber to bring the vessel in or proceed to 
Port Royal. The-Mariania is leaking a little. 
The Jennie Chenny, from Jacksonviile to 
West Indies, is at quarantine leaking badly 
and will probably discharge her cargo and 
repair. 

The Swedish bark, Anna Cheshire, is ashore 
at Castle Pinckney slightiy damaged. The 
German bark, Pecheit, ia sunk in Cooper river 
and will be a total loss. Schooner, William 
E. Lee, with stone for the jetiies and the L[tal- 
ian bark, 8s ashore at Castle 
Pinckney, damage slight, T Norwegian 
bark, Medbor, from Liverpool, is lying in the 
stream dismaeted. The schoover, Georgetta 
Lawrence, from New York, is ashore at Castle 
Pinckney, no damage. 

The city is ringing with the eound of ham- 
mer ard pile drivers, end the work of repair- 
ing snd rebuilding proceeds with rapidity. 
The wharves are elready prepared for busi- 
ness, but there were no marine arrivals or 
departures today. All of the railway tracks 
Lave been repaired ani the 
trains on the various roads are running 
regularly. The town of'MecCleberville, be 
tween here and Georgetown, suffered severely 
by the storm. A number ot houses were blown 
down and the loss to the turpentine and ter- 
rapin farms inthe vicinity was serious. The 
roads in the far famed Magnolia cemetery in 
the suburbs of Charleston and in the Catholic 
cemetery adjoining, are washed out and 
many monuments were bi down and de- 
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LOST. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla, September 27.—Captajn 
Vogel, of the steamer, City of Palatka, from 
Charleston, which arrived here this moraing, 
reports passing twenty or thirty large vessels 
totally dismasted, a result of the recent gale. 
None of them, however, asked for assist- 
ance, and he did not go 
near enough to ascertain their 
pemes. They were all making some headway 
under small improvised sails. He also re 
ports finding the hull of the Charles- 
ton pilot boat John Stoddard totally dis- 
masted and full of water off the mouth of 
porth Edisto river, bearing west northwest, 
hanging at anchor. He went up to her, but 
found no one, and he has every reason to ba- 
lieve that her entire crew are lost. The ocean 
from Charleston to St. John’s bar is covered 
with drift stuff from the vessels. 

DAMAGE IN AND OFF SAVANNAH. 

SavannaH, Ga., August 27.—[Special.|—Re- 

orts from Tybee late tonight state that the 
ooh Chalmers and Mosher, which were 
blown ashore during the storm, will prove to- 
tal wrecks. ;The Mosher is nearly tull of wa- 
ter and has been abandoned by her crew. The 
Cha)mers is on the knoll and thumping. The 
crew of the Italian bark spoken during the 
storm by the City of Savannah arrived here 
tonight. They were taken off by a New York 
stesmship bound to Savannah and are now 
under charge of the Italian consul. The bark 
went down in the gale. 

The steamer David Clark arrived here last 
right about 12:30 o’clock from Doboy, Darien, 
Brunswick, and way landings. She reports 
striking bad weather Monday night at Thun 
derbelt on her way down, which followed 
them up to Tuesdoy morning. The saloon 
windows were broken, the wind washiog the 
water over the main deck. The damage was 
comparatively small. On reaching St. Simons 
they found the tug Hamilton, belonging to 
the Georgia Land and Lumper company, @ 
totel wreck, being blown away from the lower 
mills and drifting to the upper mills, when 
the pilot house was carried away and drifted 
out to sea. The hull drifted around at ran- 
dom in the river and findlly sunk near the

The Knights of Labor Awaiting a Bep'y 
from the Wabash. 

New Yorn, August 27.—Secretary Turner, 
oi the executive board of theK nights of Labor, 
said this forenoon that the members of the 
board would retain their headquarters at the 
Astor heuse until tomorrow evening. They 
expect by that time to receive an answer trom 
A. Talmadge, general manager of the Wabash 
railroad, as to whether or not the company 
will fetpstaie the Kuights of Labor 
cieclargedon June 16th last.

Turner further said 
that the executive board had not made any 
demand for the discharge of those men who 
bad been employed in the places of the 
Knights of Labor.

THE STRIKE EXTENDS TO TEXAS. 

GALVBBTON, August 27.—A general strike 
smong the machinists, carpenters and laborers 
ip the shops and yards along the line of the 
Gulf, Caélorado and Santa Fe railroad took 
Jece abnoon today, an order to that effect 
Sateen been issued by the grand council of the 
Knighis of Labor applying to all the lines 
the wérkmen ot which had a _ just 
cause ef grievance. The Santa Fe road 
was inc'uded in this class of corporate offend- 
ers on the ground that the men employed on 
the line feceived lees pay than those working 
for the Missouri Pacific railroad company, and 
that they bad not been honestly dealt with. 
In this city an attempt was made to promept 
the cepatture of the evening passenger traf 
by wlockading ihe track. The 
police, however, interfered and 
removed the obstruc'ions without 
cppositi¢m. Trains are nowrunning as usual, 
end thus far the effecis of the strike have not 

n perceptibly felt. At Fort Worth and 
ther potats on the road the etrike was gen- 
ral The condition of affairs at Fort Worth

A Telephone Man Shoots Albert D. Swan, Treasurer 
ofthe Spregue Manufacturing VJompany, at

Lawtence, Mass., August 27.—Albert D. 
Swan, one of the most prominent and wealthy 
citizens here, was shot in the back of the head 
and killed by Henry R. Goodwin. At ten 
o'clock this morning, Goodwin entered the 
office of the Sprague Manufacturing company, 
of which Swan was the treasurer, President 
Coburn and Swan being in the office at the 
time. Goodwin has been in the employ of the 
Molecular Telephone company of New York, 
of“swich Swan was the general man- 
ager, and “same to the office 
to cleim several thousard dollars which, 
be said, was due him from the company. After 
a brief discussion, Goodwin drewa Smith & 
Wesson 32 calibre revolver, teok deliberate 
aim and shot Swan in the back of the head.

Goodwin then stepped to 
the telephone and notified the 
police station to send an _. officer 
io arrest him, Assistant Marshal Vose drove 
to the Spregue mill, but in the meantime 
Gocdwin bad walked to the station and sur- 
rendered himself.

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POULTRY TOWNSHIPS, : 


Farmers Who Make Fortunes Ont 
Ohickens, Ducks and Eggs, 
Correspondence New England Hgrmer. 

In the secluded town of Little Compton, R. 1. 
poultry raising is made a speciatty by the farmers. 
Not many are new in the business, and somehave 
been engaged in it many years. Allare farmers, 
but the tilling of the soil is in the poultry in- 
terest. The largest poultry farm contains 200 
acres, Of which fifty acres are devoted to the ranze 
of fowls and chicks. Eifty hens comprise a colo- 
py, and occupy a separate house, Here they are 


fed and here they roost and lay. The 
number of fowls on this farm is 
17,000, and is made up of Plymonth Rocks and 
Li ght Brahmas. One man attends to a)! and has 
ampletime. The os of eggs is about 1,000 <a: 
eb & month, and they aresent to market twice a 
week, to Boston, New York and Providence, as 
the demand comes. One farmer receives all tue 
eggs produced in. the neighborhood, and sends to 
market. In the ‘'busy season’’6,000flozen a  cek is 
notnunustual, The food in summer is corn, wheat 
be rey, and other grains; in winter, cooked food, 
weal and yegetables, with beef scraps and ground 
bone. Thecost per fowl is about $1 per year, and 
the profit on each isalso about*%i. Feathers find 
a ready market at eight to twelve cents perponnd. 
Durivg the year 1584 the price of eggs received by 
the farmers averaged 22’, cents per dozen. 

On the large farm the hen as an eg« hatcher has 
been Gisearded. Four artificial incubators had
